A young officer, answering a ques- 


tion as to what the 
soldiers did 


while waiting for the destroyers af- 
ter the first excitement was over, 
said: 


"Oh,

lounged about and'smoked, but we 
didn't venture below to gather up 
our belongings for fear 
the 
ship 


would suddenly capsize. We talked 
about the misfortune of crossing the 
Atlantic only to be caught in the last 
lap.

"Americans are looking the task 
straight in the face and dangers, dif- 
ficulties, and disaster will only serve 
to stimulate and steady them."

WHERE THE PINCH COMES. 


Secretary Baker said very truly in 


his testimony the other day that 
shipping is the crux of the whole 
war situation. 
The submarines just 


now are sinking ships of all coun- 
tries at the rate of 4,000,000 tons a 
year. 
The shipping 
board have 


promised to build 5,000,000 tons in 
1918. 
But anyone who thinks they 


can do it with the labor force they 
have now or are likely to set soon, 
must be an optimist. 
* Other authorities guess -we will 
build 3,000,000 tons this jear, and 
England will build 1,500,000 to 2,- 
000,000. That will leave us a net 
gain, unless more ships are sunk, 
which is quite possible 
But to 


carry over our great army and keep 
"It supplied, we need many more 
ships than seem likely to be built 
ir. 1918. As Secretary Baker says, 
we can supply our troops if we can 
get ships to carry the stuff 


Primarily, it is a problem of get- 


-~ting the labor. We should have re- 


alized earlier in the game that work- 
ers must have places to live in near 
the shipyards. 
The 
building of 


houses and comfortable barracks for 
workpeople must be rushed, even if 
many other kinds of construction are 
forced to stop. 


- As there are not trained ship- 


builders enough in the country, a 
great force of mechanics who know 
nothing of ship-building must be 
broken into this trade. 
The com- 


panies should not wait until they 
are ready to put on a gang of men, 
and then have the work held up for 
months while these men are broken 
into this trade. 
They should be 


given training in advance of the 
time when they are wanted, so that 
when they are put on, they will not 
be wholly green at the job. 


Every person, business organiza- 


tion, or labor union, that can help 
^find or train workers for this job 
will help to shorten the war.

Man> young men who are beyond 


draft-age are finding an interesting 
field open to them in the army sup- 
ply service 
If a man is too old to 


go as a soldier but wishes to serve 
Tils country, there is 
plenty of 


opportunity. 


Some people look at work in the

of the men who have gone over to 
operate transportation, organize sup- 
ply systems and mechanical work, 
have done so at a business sacrifice.

adopted for purely political purposes.

tion back to their endless tasks. 


The threat of the 
firing squad 


was. of course, a 
mighty 
"bluff." 


Nothing could have 
been 
further 


from the minds of the masters than 
the killing of hundreds of thousands 
of 
dissatisfied workmen. A 
few 


leaders might have been sacrificed, 
but anything like a united front and 
a show of determination would have 
brought concessions to the masses. 
To kill off the workers that make 
the continuation of the war possible 
would be as suicidal as a wholesale 
execution of the fighters themselves. 


The spirit of determined resist- 


ance to tyranny does not yet exist in 
Germany. The people either do not 
realize their power or are content to 
suffer. 
When the most promising 


manifestation of national self-asser- 
tion can be crushed by a mere 
"bluff" there seems to be little basis 
for hope of a democratic overturn 
in Teutondom. 


Now, as at the outset, the best if 


not the only chance of a Teutonic 
awakening lias in the Austro-Hun- 
garian restlessness 
Many elements 


of the dual monarchy are

disloyal to the imperial government 
and to the central alliance. 
These 


are only waiting for an opportune 
time to make their hostility effec- 


tively felt.

Fear of a Slavic uprising 


has hitherto been sufficient to hold 
in line the Austrian Gennans and 
the Hungarian Magayars When this 
fear gives place to a greater fear of 
the wretchedness of a Prussian fut- 
ure the Austro-Hunganan political 
structure will topple m the twink- 
ling of an eye.

' Most airplanes are more or less sta- 
ble, and can be righted from any po- 
sition provided they are not damaged 
by gunfire or other cause, provided 
also the pilot is not wounded, and pro- 
vided there is sufficient vertical space 
in which to maneuver, writes Charles 
Lincoln Freeston In Scribner's Maga- 
zine. If the pilot is wounded, a ma- 
chine will often right itself even from 
a "nose dive," and it may happen that 
the pilot meanwhile recovers conscious- 
ness.

friend of my own who was doubly 
wounded at 10,000 feet, and swooned 
away, with a helpless observer on 
board. During the resultant dive the 
pilot came to himself and landed with- 
out a crash. Not infrequently, more- 
over, a courageous observer may save 
the situation, and one finch was 
awarded the military cross not very 
long ago for a particularly daring feat. 
The pilot was badly wounded and lay 
over his controls, but while the air- 
plane was actually diving, under full 
engine' power, the observer scrambled 
out of his seat hung on right outside 
the bottom plane, lifted the pilot up,

S —"Hyperthy- 


roidism." a strange 
malady which 


produces anxiety and fear and ulti- 
mately affects the heart so serious- 
ly that a recruit has to be sent home 
utterly broken in health, has devel- 
oped among the soldiers at Camp 
Upton, according 
to 
Dr. 
Harlow 


Brooks, chief of the medical service 
at the camp in a lecture before the 
New York academy of medicine. 


The disease, 
according to Dr. 


Brooks, for several years has baf- 
fled British army surgeons. 


"We have not found," said Dr. 


Brooks, "that hyperthyroidism is not 
a cause of suicide among soldiers in 
America. 
Nor have we found that 


the recruits who suffer from it are 
seized with melancholia or broodings 
and want to go home or desert, as 
in the British army. 
"We have found 


at Camp Upton that the recruit who 
becomes afflicted with the malady 
most generally is one who was wild- 
ly enthusiastic to join the army.
